‘The return of President Poincare from 
Bordeaux marks the re-establishrgent of 
the seat of French Government in Paris 
after an absence of three months. When 
the German armies were sweeping 
_southw across France, the Govern- 
ment, Sept. 3, issued a proclamation 
announcing its temporary transferencs3 
to Bordeaux. The Germans had pene- 
trated almost to the suburbs of Paris 
and the sound of their heavy guns 
could be heard in the city. 

For several days the fate of Paris was 
in doubt. The left wing of the allies 
was flung back until, skirting Paris, it 
swung to the east of the city. Then oc- 
ocurred the battle of the Marne, in 
} which the edvance of the Germans was 

checked and they were forced back to 


their present positions along the Aisne. 


On several occasions it was reported 
that the Government, believing danger 
of the capture of Paris to be past, 
would return, but it was not until Dec. 
8 that formal announcement to this ef- 
fect was made. At that time it was 
‘gajd that Parliament would meet in ex- 
traordinary session in Paris Dec. 22. 


- French Make Progress itn Argonne; 
Artillery Active in Flanders. 


The statement issued by the War Of- 

fice today says: é 
* “During the day of Dec, 8 taere 
was artillery firing from the seacoast 
to the Lys. . 

“In the region of Arras and furtaerc 
to the South there was nothing to 
report. All the positions won by us 
during the past 10 days have been or- 
ganized and consolidated. 

“In the region of the Aisne artil- 
lery exchanges resulted advantage- 
ously for us. In the Argonne the 
activity of our artillery and fighting 
by our infantry resulted in appre- 
ciable gains for us. Several German 
trenches were occupied, and we made 
progress along the entire front, with 
the exception of one single point; 
here the enemy blew up one of our 
trenches with a mine, 

“On the heights of the Meuse our 
artillery showed itself distinctly the 
master of the artillery of the enemy. 
In this region, as well as in the Ar- 
gonne, we have made progress along 
the entire front and have occupied 
some of the German trenches.

ATLANTA, Ga. Dec. 3.—Leo M. 
Frank, whose plea for a writ of error 
for review of his case was refused by 
the Supreme Court, Monday, was ten- 
tenced today in Fulton County Supe- 
rior Court, to be hanged Friday, Jan. 2, 
for the murder -here in April, 1913, of 
Mary Phagan, a 14-year-old factory girl. 


Frank’s only hope of escaping tbe 
death penalty is a plea for cleinency to 
Gov. Slaton, 

In reply to the usual query by the 
Court if he had any reason to give why 
sentence should not be passed upon him, 
“Frank made the following statement: 

“May it please Your Honor, this is a 
momentous day—a day of far greater im- 
portance to the State of Georgia and to 
the majesty of the law even than to 
myself, for, under the guise of law, 
Your Honor is about to pronounce words 
that will condemn to death an innocent 
man. : 
: “Stain on Name of State.’ 

.“Transcending in importance the loss 
of my own life is the indelible stain and 
dishonor resting upon the name of this 
State by reason of its judicially murder- 
ing an innocent man. The jury verdict 
of Aug. 2, 1913, finding me guilty of 
the death of Mary Phagan, did. not then 
and does not now speak the truth. I 
declare to Your Honor and to the world 
that that verdict was made in an atmos- 
phere seething with mob violence and 
clamor for my life—a verdict based on 
evidence absolutely false, which, under 


other circumstances, would not have 
pecs given &@ moment's ctedence. 

“I deeply sympathize with the parents 
of Mary Phagan. The brute that brought 
so much grief upon them has plunged 
me into sorrow and misery unspeaka- 
ble and is about to accomplish my un- 
doing. 

“But this I know, my execution will 
mark the advent of a new era in 
Georgia, where a good name and stain- 
less honor count for naught against 
the word of a vile criminal; where the 
testimony of Sotuhern white women of 
unimpeachable character is branded as 
false by the prosecution, disregarded by 
the jury, and the perjured vaporings of 
a black brute alone accepted as the 
whole truth; where a mob crying for 
blood invaded the courtroom and be- 
came the dominant factor in what 
should have been a solemn judicial trial. 
Oh, shame! that these things be true! 


Life Is Sweet to Me. — 
“Life is very sweet to me. It is not 


an easy thing to give up the Idve of 
dear ones, of wife and parents, of ever 
loyal friends. Though this be true, death 
has no terrors for me. I go to my end 
in the full consciousness of innocence 
and in the firm conviction that, as 
there is a God in heaven, my full vin- 
dication must come some day. With 
the dawn of that day there will come 
to the people of Georgia a full realiza- 
tion of this horrible mistake—a mistake 
irretrievable—the execution of an in- 
hocent man, a victim of perjury, preju- 
dice and passion.”

dispatch from Christiania, Norway. 


FLETCHER SAYSUL.S 


CAN'T GOPE WITH 
“GREATEST NAVY" 


Fletcher Tells House Committee 
Fleet Is Unprepared to Meet 
Big Emergency. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Rear Ad- 
miral Fletcher, Commander of the At- 
lantic Fleet, impressively told the House 
Naval Committee today that tie United 
States is unprepared to cop; with the 
most powerful navy in.tte world. He 
mentioned no country. 

“You can safely say,’ he testified, 
“that we are not prepared for the worst 
emergency that might ,arise to protect 
ourselves from the greatest force evail- 
able.’’ 

“We would have to greatly enlarge 
our fleet to protect American inter- 
ests against all possible combinations 
against us or to control the ocean. We 
would have to take the offensive when 
we have a strong enough fleet.” 

The hearing, which has assumed the 
nature of a general inquiry tnto the 
efficiency and condition of the American 
fore in years has a hearing on the naval 
bill been open. 

“The European war has not demon- 
Strated,’’ said Admiral Fletcher, “that 
the battleship is any less valuable in 
naval warfare than heretofore or that 
it is not still the main factor in finally 
determining a conflict. 

“The submarine undoubtedly is a very 
valuabie adjunct to a navy. The de- 
fense against the submarine has not yet 
been fully developed. Eventually, how- 
ever, a defense against the submarine 
will be found, just as a defense was 
found against the old-style spar-tor- 
pedo and the automobile torpedo. One 
defense against the submarine already 
developed is the airship. 

Submarines to Be Feared, 

Admiral Fletcher told the committee 
a European nation could send subma- 
rines across the ocean to dart into an 
American harbor and assail the Amer- 
ican fleet. It was, of course, he said, 
@ supposition as to the practicability 
of such a move. For instance, he said, 
Engiand had a ‘nice little supply sta- 
tion” seven hundred miles away from 
New York Harbor at Bermuda. 

The Admiral said he would recom- 
mend, as good policy, eight or ten more

OVATION FOR HIM AT PIER 


Former Ambassador One of 45 
Persons Now Possessing the 
Decoration. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—The Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honor is on its 
way across the sea from the President of 
France to Myron T. Herrick in recog- 
nition of Herrick’s services to the 
French people while American Ambassa- 
dor to France. Herrick was decorated 
yesterday with a red ribbon emblematic 
of the cross by the captain of the steam- 
ship Rochambeau, acting on wireless or- 
ders from the French Ambassador at 
Washington, who said he was acting 
under instruction of President Poin- 
care. rv 
The decoration was pinned upon He\- 
rick’s coat a8 soon, as the steamer 
reached the three-mile sea limit of 
American sovereignty. Announcement 
of the bestowal of the honor was made 
today when the Rochambeau docked. 

The Grand Cross of the Legion of 
Honor is the highest honor which the 
French Government can bestow. There 
are, including Herrick, only 4 living 
persons throughout the world who thus 
have been decorated. 

A spectacular reception was given the 
retiring Ambassador and his wife when 
the vessel docked. The passengers, 
nearly all natives of France, lined the 
rail and cheered as Mr. and Mrs. Her- 
rick walked down the gangplank, and 
the cheering was taken up by hundreds 
of persons who had gone to the plier to 
greet him on behalf of the city, state, 
nation and the State of Ohio. 

Annoyed by Political Talk. 

Herrick appeared to be annoyed when 
he heard he had been mentioned: for 
the 1916 Republican presidential nomina- 
tion. 

“I do not want to talk politics,”’ he 
said. “I don’t want to talk about such 
foolishness. If any credit is due me 
for the small part I have played I do 
not want to capitalize 6. I did not 
comsé home to talk abou myself. 

‘*lT am very ed and very ‘broke.’ Il 
have just learned that the Ohio Society 
has engaged rooms for me at a hotel 
for which I will not have to pay. This 
is the best news I have heard in a long 
time.’’ 

The American people had shown their 
sympathy for the oppressed, he said, 
but, as in the San Francisco and other 
great disasters, the help had not been 
organized and much charity had gone 
to waste. That resulted in the organiza- 
tion of the American Clearing House 
Society in Paris, which will centralize 
the ald being given by this country. 

Only American to Wear Cross. 

Herrick is the only living America: 
to wear the Grand Cross of the Legion 
ef Honor. So as far as is known, no 
other ever was decorated in the 112 
years that have passed since the order 
Was created by Napoleon Bonaparte in 
1802, 

Since that time the various degrees 
of the order have been conferred in 
consideration of civil and military 
achievement, particuiarly the latter 
"he honor was conferred upon many 
Pritish subjects who distinguished theim.- 
selves in the Russian war of 1845-6 and 
in the Paris exhibitions. Many Ameri- 
cans have been created officers and 
chevaliers of the legion—of lower rank 
than the Grand Cross—in recognition of 
their literary work, their services to 
France or at the various Paris exposi- 
ticns. The holders of the Grand Cross 
ere almost exclusively French Ambassa- 
dors, generals of the French army and 
Vice-Admirals of the French navy. 


The Constitution of the United States 
forbids any person “holding any office 
of profit or truaé’” under the United 
States to accept any present, 
ment, office or title of any aind what- 
ever from any King, Prince or foreign 
state. Herrick’s official connection with 
the Government has ceased, taking him 
out of the class forbidden under this 
provision to accept such a distinction, 
even if it were a profitable one. 

The cross of the Legion of Honor, 
confers on its holder the right to a 
military burial.

Board of Education Adopts Report of 
Committee Granting Greater

The Board of Education last night 
adopted a report of the Committee on 
Instruction granting greater privileges 
in relation to the use of public school 
buildings by citizens’ organizations. 
Night meetings, which have had to 
close at 9:15 or 9:30 o’Clock, may now 
continue until a later hour, at the dis- 
cretion of the principal. The taking of 
voluntary contributions for the expenses 
of the meetings is to be permitted. Aft- 
ernoon meetings of mothers’ clubs and 
sewing clubs will not have to close until 
5:30, instead of 5, as heretofore.

WANTS IDEA . EXTENDED 


Suggests Business Men Take Up 
Proposal; Exchanges Likely 
to Act Favorably. 


Mayor Kiel today asked City Coun- 
selor Baird for an opinion as to whether 
he had the power to declare Saturday, 
Dec. 26, a legal holiday, so as to give 
all city employes a three days’ holiday, 
as Christmas falls on Friday, and to 
encourage business men to keep their 
places closed the day following Christ- 
mas. 

Saturday is always a half holiday in 
municipal, State and Federal institu- 
tions, and only four hours’ working time 
would be lost by the Saturday closing. 
Mayor Kiel said he strongly favored a 
three days’ holiday, not only for city 
employes but for the employes of all 
business houses that could possibly 
close. If the City Counselor should 
advise him that he could not make the 
Gay after Christmas a legal holiday, 
the Mayor said that arrangements would 
be made so that only a negligible force 
would appear for duty in the several 
offices at the city hall. 

Exchange Probably Will Close. 

Secretary Smith of the Merchants’ 
Exchange said that the exchange prob- 
ably would be closed the day after 
Curistmas, although no official action 
has been taken by the board of direc- 
tors. 

“When Christmas fell on Friday. six 
Or seven years ago, I think the ex- 
change was closed the following day,’’ 
Smith said. ‘What is done in St. Louis 
will depend upon the grain exchanges of 
Chicago, Minneapolis, Ealtim4e and 
other cities. If they . lose, of course, 
the St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange will 
be closed. But if they are open, we 
shall be forced to open. 

Most of the offices in the Federal 
building will be open, on account of the 
rush of work. 

The national banks, under the law, 
are compelled to be open. It has been 
the custom of stock exchanvzes, under 
the same holiday conditions, to close on 
the* Thursday night preceding Christ- 
mas and not open until the following 
Monday morning. 

Most of the stock exchanges follow the 
lead of the New York Stock Exchange in 
this matter. The New York Stock Ex- 
change has been closed since the out- 
break of the European war, and has not 
yet opened. 
change has been open for a few days, 
but the trading has been confined to 
local securities. 

Circuit Courts to Close. 

Circuit Clerk Graves said that under 
the law he would be compelled to keep 
his office open for the transaction of 
any business that might be offered. It 
has been the custom of the Circuit 
Judges to formally adjourn court on 
Thursday before Christmas until Mon- 
day morning. This probably will be 
done again this year, so that there will 
be no courts on Saturday. 

Graves said that as the Circuit Clerk’s 
office is a State office he must keep it 
epen except on legal holidays recog- 
nized as such in law. Neither a pro- 
clamation by the Governor nor the 
Mayor would give him the authority to 
close the office. A small force of clerks 
to transact any emergency business will 
be on duty, he said, while the greater 
part of the force will be free to enjoy 
a three days’ holiday. Those who are 
asrigned to duty will have to work only 
from 8 a. m. to 12 m.

Prof. A. A. Michelson Announces Dis- 
covery That Will Result in Metal 
Being Much Stronger. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 9.—The discovery of a 
new method of treating steel by which 
the Jnished meta} will have several 
times the strength of the present prod- 
uct has been announced before the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences by Prof.

Notifies Gov. Major Steamer 
- Will Be Provided.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 9,—Gov. Ma- 
jor today received notice from the New 
York headquarters of the American 
Commission for Relief in Belgium that 
it was prepared to place at his disposal 
a ship, to be known as the Missouri, 
which would carry a cargo of food to 
starving Belgians. 
The aim of the commission is to pro- 
vide one-fourth as much food for each 
Belgian as is consumed by an American, 
which, they believo, will be sufficient to 
keep them from actual starvation. The 
letter follows: 
“We are prepared to place at the dis- 
posal of the commission organized in 
the State of Missouri for relief in Bel- 
gium, a steamer to leave from New 
York or Baltimore in early January, to 
be known as the Missouri ship. 

“We are prepared to pay all transpor- 
tation costs not donated by railways on 
contributed food from giver in Missouri 
to receiver in Belgium. We will, from 
donated funds entrusted to us, supply to 
the Missouri ship any deficienay of food 
for cargo, buying as far as practicable 
such food in Missouri. 

“Thus the money contributed in your 
State can be expended within it by those 
who contribute, and every Missourt 
penny is represented by real Missouri 
food. 

“Upon a fortnight’s notice we will 
make up any shortage of cargo, so that 
if you can fill only three-fourths of a 
ship we will guarantee to fill the bal- 


‘lance and still send the ship as the Mis- 


souri ship. 

‘California, Iowa, Kansas, New En- 
gland, Maryland, Virginia, Louisiana, 
Minnesota, Oregon and Washington 
have arranged to send one or more 
ships. 

“Our aim is to obtain one-fourth of 
the per capita amount of food con 
sumed in the United States to keep 
them from starvation, but to secure 
even this minimum requires all the sup- 
port we can muster and involves a ship 
every other day.

A speo- 
tacular climax was planned for the day's 
work. 

Placing himself at the head of some- 
thing like 10,000 cavairymen, the Em- 
Feror, dressed in the resplendent uni- 
form of the Royal Cuiragsiers, charged 
across a t, shelterless piain about 
four miles wide, straight on to the 
redoubts, from behind which the guns 
of g full regiment of artillery were the- 
oretically belching a deadly fire. And 
in front of the field pleces were the 
trenches of the supporting infantry 
forces, whose rifle fire became suppos- 
edly effective at upward of 1000 yards. 

The charge was inspiring, but hardly 
the sort that the 6minent cavalry ex- 
pert, Von Bernhardi, would have, ap- 
proved. As it ended the Kaiser rode 
over to wheré Von Hindenberg stood. 

“Well, how-was that?’’ the Emperor 
asked with a twinkle in his eye, for 
the Kaiser is credited with being above 
all @ good soldier. The answer was & 
hard one, but Hindenburg rose to it. 

“All dead but one, Your Majesty, ail 
dead but one,"’ he sald with a low bow, 
and that was the way it was marked on 
the score card. 

This is Hindenburg’s third war. He 
served in the war between Prussia and 
Denmark and in the Franco-Prussian 
war. In these two, as in the present, 
he was decorated for bravery and for 
conspicuous ability. He wag born in 
the province of Posen in 187. He knows 
the eastern part of the German empire 
backward. That is why he was selected 
for the command there. After smash- 
Ing the Russians in East Prussia at 
Tannenberg and the Magurian Lakes he 
was sent into Rugsian Poland to take 
charge of the combined operations of 
the Germans and Austrians with War- 
saw as their objective. When Berlin 
learned that “‘the old man” was on the 
job her people became certain that 
Warsaw would fall. It hasn't yet, but 
ali Germany is confident that it will, and 
before long.

Thus for 2 years Austria and 
Russia intrigued against each other 
in the Balkans, but neither was able 
to obtain a decisive advantage over 
the other. This state of balance was 
broken in 1808, when the Hing of 
Servia, in fact the tool of Austria, 
was assassinated. His successor, 
Peter, represented the Nationalist 
element, whose purpose was to cre- 
ate a strong GServia, whose inspira- 
tion was derived from St. Peters- 
burg, not Vienna. 

Servia having passed over to the 
enemy, Austria had now to consider 
the possibility of a Pan-Serb move- 
ment in her border provinces, in 
Croatia, Dalmatia and Slavonia, 
which might follow the course of the 
Italian risorgimento (resurrection) 
of the last century, which was the 
natural consequence of the terri- 
torial gain made by Sardinia at the 


congress of Beriin. 


To meet the situation, Austria be- 
gan a campaign of repression at home, 
and abroad in the Balkans she sup- 
ported Turkey. Against Servia she 
directed a tariff war which deprived 
the little state of all market for its 
agricultural products and temporarily 
ruined the country. 

Turkey’s Power Broken. 

When the Young Turks seized con- 
trol of the Ottoman empire and 
threatened to reoecupy Bosnia, held 
but not owned by Austria, Vienna 
replied by the annexation of Bognig. 


Against this Russia protested. Ser- 


via appealed, but, backed by Ger- 
many, Austria's will prevailed and 
2,000,000 Slavs, Serb by race, were 
annexed. 

To this stroke Russia replied by the 
diplomatic campaign which resulted 
in the ereation of the Balkan alli- 
ance, the war against Turkey and 
the victories of Kumanovo and Lule- 
burgas, which crushed Ottoman pow- 
er in Burope. Austria in her turn 
replied by proclaiming Albanian in- 
dependence, by refusing te permit 
Servia to gain a foethold on the 
Adriatic and by encouraging Bulgaria 
to attack Servia, thus precipitating 
the second Balkan war. 

But when, with the assistance of 
Rumania, Greece and Servia crushed 
Bulgaria, deprived her of her Mace- 
dofiian and Thracian conquests, Aus- 
trian diplomacy was bankrupt. De- 
spite all her efforts, Austria had 
seen created on her southern frontier 
a Servian state, wholly Russian in 
sympathy, determined to get Bosnia, 
Croatia, Slavonia, to create a greater 
Servia on the ruins of the Austre- 
Hungarian empire. 

After the treaty of Bucharest there 
was left to Austria no chelce but 
war or the inevitable disintegration 
centrifugal influences on ajl her 
frontiers insured.

TELLS OF THREAT BY CONVICT 
WHO ESCAPED TO KILL MINTZ 


Former Deputy Declares Man Siain 
“Fence” Testified Against Said He

Novack 
was shown a revolver which was found 
} under the steps of the Mintz home after 
the shooting. He said that it looked 
like a revolver he formerly had owned 
‘and which -he had been unable to find 
shortly after Mintz visited a restaurant 
owned by him at Thirteenth and Wash 
streets, in February, 1913. The jury re- 
turned a verdict that Mintz died at the 
hands of pérsons unknown to the jury.

HOW SULLIVAN GOT 
DOMINICAN PLACE 


William €. McGinnis De- 
scribes in Detail the Meth- 
ods Used by William C. 
Beer, Banker on Island, to 
Get Post for His New York 
Henchman.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—Another chap- 
‘1er regarding the affairs of James Mark 
Sullivan, Ministcr to Santo Domingo, 
his financial backers and financial op- 
crations, is given by the World today, 
in part as foliows: 

l'rom many sources the World has 
gathered information conccrning the pro- 
motion of Janes Mark Pullivan’s candi- 
Gacy for a ylace in diplemscy by Wil- 
lixzm C. Beer, representing the Banco 
Nacional, whose interests Sullivan later 
served so ind.is:riously. in Santo Do- 
mingo. ° 

William C. Mcizinnis, for many years 
assistant chief of the railway mail serv- 
ice. who has known Beer since 1896, 
wien Beer was assisthnt sergeant-at- 
urms of the Republican convention at 
St. Louis, consented to make a signed 
statement, to which he attached the 
following explanation: 

“I have not sought to make this state- 
ment, but a representative of the New 
York World called at my ‘home and 
asked me to relate what I knew about 
the appointment of Sullivan. I consid- 
ered that no honest man could refuse 
to assist in an investigation designed to 
get at the truth. I have therefore made 
the statement voluntarily.’’ 

McGinnis, a life-long Republican and 
always active gn politics, was interested 
in the candidacy of George B. Cortel- 
you for the Republican nomination in 
1908, and in that anemia again met 
William C. Beer. 

After the 1912 election Beer proposed to 
McGinnis a connection with a car coup- 
ler company of which Beer is attorney. 
Discussion paved the way later for Beer 
to enlist McGinnis in his Santo Do- 
mingo campaign. :; 

Statement of McGinnis. 

McGinnis, in his statement, describes 
meeting Beer in Wasnington, and adds: 
“I saw Beer frequently in Washing- 
ton, where he was very busy securing 
the appointment of James Mark Sulli- 
van as Minister to Santo Domingo. My 
promised position with the car coupler 
company had long since faded from 
sight and Beer now proposed that I 
should be given a remunerative posi- 
tion of some sort in Santo Domingo, 
Beer told me that he was at this time 
working night and Gay preparing a 
protest to the State Department show- 
ing up the alleged villainy of the Ame-- 
ican officials in Sanro Domingo wh». 
he said, were.stealing millions.’’ 
McGinnis describes meeting Sullivan 
in the lobby of the New Willard before 
he had learned from Beer of the min- 
isterial boom. Each knew of the oth- 
er’'s connection with Beer under the 
Cortelyou campaign. 
**Col. Sullivan, I understand,’ con- 
tinued the McGinnis statement, ‘You ar2 
a candidate for United States District 
Attorney in New York?’ 

‘Sullivan said: ‘Bill, I'm going to put 
you on; the Big Cher (meaning Beer) 
has caused me to relinquish that ambi- 
tion and is going to make me Minister 
to Santq Domingo, and you will be one 
of the first men to be taken care of. 
My word is as good as my bond.’ Dur- 
ing this conversation (lasting an hour 
and a half) I inferrea from Sullivan's 
remarks that there was an understan:- 
ing between Beer ana Sullivan that the 
contracts and concessions and every- 
thing of value that could be exploited 
would be made available for Beer and 
his crowd. 


Learns of Gray. 
‘‘We came back to Sullivan's room in 


the New Willard, ana there he showe’ 
me a sheaf of iné€orsements. Those 
which I remember most distinctly were 
from James K. McGuire of Syracuse and 
John G. Gray of Wilmington, Del. 

“IT asked, ‘Who is John Gray?’ 

“"Why,’ said Sullivan, ‘he is the 
reatest friend Bryan’s got in Dela- 
ware, and Bryan always stops with 
Gray in Wilmington. Gray and I have 
been working together twisting the 
British lion’s tail’—meaning that he and 
Gray had been associated together i 
Irish societies. 

“During this conversation the name 
of Congressman James A. Hamill of 
Jersey City was mentioned, and Sulli- 
van said that ‘Jim’ Hamill was his 
great friend and would stand by him 
to the bitter end. . 

“Within a few days from this Sulli- 
van introduced me to: James K. Mc- 
Guire, with whom he was talking. He 
had previously told me that he expect: 
ed McGuire to be in Washington in his 
behalf, and he now said McGuire was 
there working for him. 

“At one of our meetings in Beer's 
room I was introduced to Congressman 
Hamill and saw him thereafter quite 
frequently in company with. Sullivaa 
and .Beer. On one occasion I lunched 
with Hamill and Sullivan in Sullivan's 
room there, and the prospects of his 
eppointment to Santo Domingo were 
freely, discussed. It was evident from 
this conversation that James A. Ham- 
ill was the most active man in official 
circles in promoting the candidacy of 
Sullivan. ;

MOVING OF WABASH 
OFFICES 3 DAYS: 


Title Guaranty Co, Charges Con- 
spiracy in Taking of New 
Quarters in Railway Exchange. 


The removal of the Wabash Railroad 


Building, Seventh and Chestnut streets, 
to the Railway Exchange Building, 
which was begun several days ago, has 
been blocked for three days by the tem- 
roraty restraining order obtained in 
Judge KXoerner’s court yesterday after- 
noon by the Title Guaranty Trust Co. 

Friday the Railway Exchange Build- 
ing Co., owners of the largest office 
building, in respect to floor space, in the 
world, wiH have to answer the trust 
company’s Charge that a conspiracy was 
formed to take the Wabash offices from 
the Title Guaranty Building four years 
before the expiration of its lease there, 
and that the Railway Exchange Build- 
ing Co. is insolvent and has obligations 
amounting to $6,725,000, so that no sat- 
isfaction’ could be obtained through a 
damage suit Against it. 

The name of Robert S. Brookings. 
philanthropist and president of the 
Washington University Corporation, ap- 
pears in a curious double relation in 
the trust company’s petition. He is vice- 
president of the Railway Exchange 
Building Co,, defendant in the suit, and 
he was, until recently, owner of the land 
on which the Title Guaranty Building 
stands. .He was its owner, the petition 
says, at the time.when the alleged con- 
spiracy was formed. The present owner 
is G. W. Dulany of Hannibal, Mo. 

Lease Has Four Years: to Run. 

The ‘trust company alleges that Brook- 
ings, as owner of the site, executed the 
lease ‘with the Wabash in 1898, which 
bound the railroad to occupy three.floors 
of that. bujlding until Jan. 1, 1919, at a 
rental which at present is $50,985 a year. 
This lease, it is stated, made possible 
the erection of the building, which was 
criginally. known as the Lincoln Trust 
Building. 

After executing the lease, the petition 
states, Brookings assigned it to the Lin- 
coln Real Estate and Building Co., 
which issued $550,000 bonds, $472,000 of 
which are still outstanding. 

At the same time, the petition states, 
Brookings leased the ground to the 
building company for $18,000 a year 
ground. rent, with the provision that, 
if the rent were not pald, the improve- 
ments would become Brookings’ proper- 
ty. He later became interested in the 
Railway; Exchange Building, and held 
both interests, according to the peti- 
tion, when the removal deal was nego- 
tiated. 

The Title Guaranty Trust Co. states 
that it now owns a $220,000 equity in the 
$700,0W building, and that it is in danger 
of losing this interest if it loses tne 
Waabsh as a tenant before the legal ex- 
piration of the lease. The removal of 
the Wabash, it is stated, will make the 
TitlesGuaranty Building less attractive 


Pryor’s Part in Deal. 
The petition Says that the Railway 


Exchange Building has a large vacant 
Space, and that, in the effort to fill this 
space, the officers of the building com- 
pany conspired to bring about the re- 
moval of the Wabash, and that, as a re- 
sult of this conspiracy, E. B. Pryor, 
receiver for the Waabsh, went into the 
United States Court and obtained per- 
mission for the removal. He was rep- 
resented in this matter, the _ petition 
says, by attorneys of the Railway Ex- 
change Building Co. 

The first proposal, it is Stated, was 
that the Railway Exchange Building 
should assume the payment of the Wa- 
bash’s rent to the Title Guaranty Co. 
for the unexpired term,of its lease. But 
when the contracts were drawn up, it is 
charged, there was n). provision for 
such payment. 

Instead, it is stated, the contracts be- 
tween the Wabash and the Railway Ex. 
change Building Co. provide that the 
Wabash shall resist, to the highest court, 
all claims that may be made by the 
Title Guaranty Co. for rent under its 
lease, and that the Raflway Exchange 
Puilding Co. shall have the right to 
defend this suit. It is alleged that the 
Railway Exchange Building Co. has re- 
fused to make any payment to. the 
Title Guaranty. In this connection, the 
charge of the company’s insolvency is 
made. 

It is stated that the Railway Exchange 
Building Co. has outstanding $2,275,000 
participation certificates, as security 
for which the income and revenues of 
the building are pledged, and further 
outstanding securities amounting to $4, 
000,000, to secure the payment of which 
all the income and profits of the build- 
ing are pledged. These obligations, it 
is charged, exceed the assets, and there- 
fore, the Title Guaranty Co. says, it 
cannot hope to obtain any satisfaction 
through suits against the Railway Ex- 
change Building Co. 

The defendants in the suit are Re- 
ceiver Pryor of the Wabash, and the 
following officers of the Railway Ex- 
change Building Ca.: FR. Meck. Jones, 
John D. Filley, Hugh McKittrick, R. §. 
Brockings, M..Shoenberg and T. H. Mc- 
Kittrick. 

The removal of the Wabash office be-

Gathered around tables heaped with 
beans, codfish balls, doughnuts, pumr- 
kin pie and cider, members of the New 
England Society of St. Louis held their 


annual smoker and story-telling fest at 
the Univetsity Club last, night.

I was 
frightfully nervous and was particu- 
larly afraid of an elderly woman with 
corkscrew curls in one .of the front 
pews. 

‘“‘After I had finished my sermon she 
came right to me and I trembled. She 
introduced herself. I asked her how 
she liked the sermon and began to swe!! 
up with pride when she said that she 
thought it was gooa. But pride goeth 
before a fall, and she added: ‘I always 
try to say pleasant things. I think it 
well to encourage young men.’ ;’

TAG WHOOPING 


Dr. G. M. Tuttle in Speech Says 
.Children Réquire Fresh Air. 
_, and Suggests Plan. 


TALKS ON 


Child With Disease Attend | 
School or Show. 


Dr. George M. -Tuttle, lecturing to 
Fwomen at the Children’s Hospital yes- 
terday afternoon’ on ‘Contagious ‘ Dis- 
eases of Children,’”’ told them that it 
is wicked to permit a child who has 


‘| whooping cough to g>? to school or 


attend a moving picture show or any 
other place of assemblage, and that it 
is criminal negligence to permit a child 


to mingle with other children at school 
or elsewhere. 

Inasmuch, however, as children who 
have the whooping cough require fresh 
air, he favored tagginx them, as a 
warning to other children to keep floof 
from them, rather than placarding 
their homes, for the reason that the 
child, and not the house, spreads the 
contagion. 

All germs, the doctor reminded his 
hearers, are living beirgs, whose life 
can only be carried on under favorable 
conditions, just as favorable conditions 
are necessary to the continuance of hu- 
man life. All germs need warmth and 
most of them need the warmth of the 
human body, from 90 to 100 degrees. 
They all need food to keep themselves 
going, and obtain it where there is 
moisture and chemical elements. 

Most Children Must Have Diseases. 

He had been asked, he said, whether 
all children must necessarily have con- 
tagious diseases. His answer was 
that, under present conditions, it is in- 
evitable that most children shall have 
measles and whooping cough, but that 
if proper care is taken a great many 
may escape diphtheria and scarlet fever. 

These four diseases were discussed. 
Measles was the most prevalent. Very 
few human beings escaped the disease. 


LSmallpox used to be more widespread 


than measles, but vaccination had 


greatly decreased smallpox. ; 
During the period of measles incuba- 
tion, 10 to 14 days, there are no symp- 
toms and it is not contagious then. Dur- 
ing the period of invasion, four to lve 
days, the symptoms are the same as 
those of a severe cold. It is conta- 
gious then, but it is impossible to tell 
whether the child has the measles until 
the eruption appears. This continues 
four or five days. 

The disease is spread, Dr. Tuttle said, 
during the invasion period, before it is 


disease: In 9 per cent of the cases the 
disease is communicated to other chil- 
dren during this period. With the dis- 
appearance of the eruption the contagi 
ousness ends. The. contagious period 
lasts about two weeks. 

It was a mistake to suppose, Pr. 
Tuttle said, that the mortality from 
measles is negligible.’ There was a great 
mortality, he declared, from secondary 
causes, bronchitis, pheumonia and 
tuberculosis, the bacilli of which were 
stirred to activity by the measles. 

Not Much Damage to Eyes. 

Contrary to tradition, there was not 
much danger ‘of the eyes being af- 
fected. It was desirable to exclude light 
but there was 1:0 neéd of darkening 
the invalid’s room as much as is usual- 
ly done. 

Whooping cougn, he said, was next to 
measles in prevalency and was the 
meanest disease of all. The period of 
incubation is 14 days, during whicn 
there is no sickness and no cough. Dur- 
ing the next two weeks there ‘is a 
cough, fgcreasing in severity, for which 
nu cauad can be found. Then the child 
begins td whoop. The physician cannot 
be sure of the diagnosis until ths whouop 
comes. Dr. Tuttle said he believed that 
the disease was contagious ‘rom the 
beginning of the ebugh until the whcop 
stops. The contagion is spread hy per- 
mitting them to go to places of as- 
semblage, but there was not -so much 
danger in ‘the open air. Tagging the 
child, he thought, would decrease the 
contagion. 

One of the women wanted to know 
how far the contagian would carry. 
Dr. Tuttle said this was not known. but 
he thought there was no danger across 
the street from a whooping child. 

From whooping cough, bronchial 


mortality. 
Scarlet fever was not so widespread 
as measies 
cause the periods of incubation and 
invasion were shorter and there was 
be exposed. If the other children of a 
one is found to have the disease, there 
was small likelihood of them having the 
disease. 

Danger From Mild Form. 
The chief danger was from mild, un- 
recognized cases going to school and 
communicating the disease to others, 
in whom the disease may take a malig- 
nant phase and cause death. 

The important: thing in diphtheria, Dr. 
Tuttle said, was prompt use of anti- 
toxin. If used in the first % hours the 
child should get well, With each day’s 
delay the mortality rate increases. 

Dr. Tuttle was asked if antitoxin 
caused paralysis. He said no. Paraly- 
sis had followed diphtheria before anti- 
toxin was dreamed of. If there were 
more cases of it now it was because 
more diphtheria patients survive to be 
paralyzed. The mortality before anti-

RUM THE WEST 


Pan-American Commission Takes 
Up Plans for Providing 
Neutral Waters. 


WASHINGTON, Dec.  9.—Informal 
conferences were begun here today by 
the special commission of the governing 
board of the Pan-American Union, with 
a view to working ont plans for the 
solution of problems arising from the 
operations of belligerent warships »n 
North asd South- American waters. The 
commission was appointed at a confer- 
ence here yesterday of diplomatic rep- 


resentatives of the 2 nations of the 
Western Hemisphere, when resolutions 
were adopted expressing disapproval. of 
operations of the belligerent nations in 
American waters. 

Authority was given to the commis- 
sion to study problems presented by the 
European war with a view to formu- 
lating practical steps having as their 
object a more vigorous assertion of the 
rights of neutrals. It consists of Secre- 
tary Bryan as chairman ex-officio, the 
Embassadors from- Brazil, Chile and 
| Argentina, and the Ministers from Ura- 
guay, Peru, Ecuador, Honduras and 
Cuba. 
Several Pians Considered. 

In its studies the commission will con- 
sult with the six boards of jurists ap- 
pointed by the last Pan-American con- 
ference to codify international law, one 
of which meets in Washington and is 
headed by John Bassett Moore. : 
“The commission has before it for con- 
sideration several concrete proposals, 
including one by the Peruvian Minister, 
declaring that his Government believes 
the time has come for joint action of 
all the American republics to guarantee 
the inviolation of their commercial 
routes. It suggested the adoption of a 
resolution declaring that the Americas 
could not admit that commerce within 
the maritime area belonging to the two 
continents was subject to the contin- 
gencies of the present war. A boundary 
line equidistant from the American con- 
tinents and the other continents, both 
on the Atlantic and Pacific, was sug- 
gested. Other proposals include limit- 
ing of the supply of coal to belligerent 
warships, and steps to make it impos- 
sible for battle craft to sustain them- 
selves for any length of time in Amer- 
ican waters. 

Bryan Presides at Meeting. 

The conference was presided over by 
Secretary Bryan, who expressed the 
deep sympathy of the United States for 
the neighboring republics in their plight 
and declared the innocent‘nations should 
not be compelled to suffer for the acts 
of the belligerents. He was followed by 
diplomats, many of whom, under spe- 
cific instructions from their govern- 
ments, urged united action to restore 
trade of this hemisphere and remove 
some of the burdens placed on com- 
merce by the European war. 

} Resolutions were adopted asserting 
that the operations of belligerents in 
American waters worked injury to the 
neutrals and calling for a definition of 


neutrals “‘upon the principle that Hberty 
of commerce should not be restricted 
beyond a point indispensable for mili- 
tary operations.”’

Potts, Insurance Commissioner of IIli- 
nois,, who criticised Attorney-General 
Barker and Gov. Major for their action 
against the fire insurance companies in 
Missouri recently, and who invited all 
of the companies to Ilinois, where, he 
said, they would be well treated, has 
undergone a change of heart, according 
to an official report made by him to the 
Legislature of Illinois, a-copy of which 

was received here today. 

In the report he accuses them of 2om- 
bining. to fix arbitrary rates and urges 
that the State enter into the fire insur- 


jance business. 


When Insurance Commissioner Revelle 
of this State ordered the fire insurance 
companies to dissol¥e their agreement 
to fix rates and the companies replied 
with a threat to cancel all business and 
leave the State, Barker brought an in- 
junction suit to prevent them from leav- 
ing the State and Potts fnvited them to 
remove their headquarters across the 
river. 


Says Illinois Pays $2 for Every $1 
Returned. 
SPRINGFIELD, Il, Dec. 9.—“Stock 
fire insurance companies have formed 
combinations through which they main- 
tain a monopoly, collect extortionate 
premiums, permit marked discrimination 
and enforce oppressive business meth- 
ods,”’ declared a report filed today with 
Gov. E. F. Dunne by Rufus M. Potts, 
Insurance Superintendent .of Tllinois. 
The report asserts State insurance is 

the sole remedy. 

Superintendent Potts reported that the 
people of Illinois had paid fire insur- 
ance companies $2 in premiums for 
every dollar réturned for fire losses, 
on an average, for more than twenty 


years.

John D. Rockefeller Jr., managing represcnta- 
tive of the Rockefeller interests in Colorade,.ex- 
posed the core of-the trouble, and his own utter 
incompet®nce tO administer a great industry in 
the twentieth century, when he rublicly declared 
his purpose to spend a fortune, 11 necessary, to de- 
fect the principle of collective bargaining by his 
employes in the sale of their labor in his mines. 

Judge Ben B. Lindsey of Denver, whom Colo- 
rado’s special interests for years have pursued 
with defamation and chicane, but who still en- 
joys, as does no other Coloradan, the whole 
country’s confidence, sends to' the Post-Dispatch,, 
by telegraph, the following illuminating state- 
ment: 

I believe the enforcement of Colorado

6. The coal mining law, enacted in 1913. 
This is on the whole a good statute, though 
somewhat defective as to penalties. If en- 
forced, it would tend to prevent accidents and 
deaths. 

The Federal statute of 1867 as to peonage is 
also believed to have been violated during the 
strike, and the State, in handling the strike, 
has proceeded under the authority of the 
much-criticised Moyer decision. (This was 
the decision validating the kidnaping of 
Charles Moyer, an official of the Western 
Miners’ Federation, from his home in Denver, 
without process of law of any kind, to anoth- 
er State, where he was tried for murder and 
acquitted. Its application during the coal 
strike permitted the coal companies to forci- 
bly imprison or deport persons opposed to 
them, at will.) 

These laws have been defiantly violated for 
years by the Rockefeller interests in Colorado.

NAPOLEONIC LOAN-SHARKING. 

One of the most illuminating exposures of loan 
shark methods ever made, either in this or any 
other city, results from the suit of Mrs. Ritta B. 
Lunt against John H. Vette in a local court. 

Other exposures have come from the outside. 
Typical practices have been revealed by persons 
who have found the burden imposed on them too 
great to be borne and who have resisted further 
exactions. Inquiry conducted among victims scat- 
tered throughout the city has laboriously estab- 
lished the extent and- uniformity of the extor- 
tions. 

But this exposure comes from the inside. Mrs. 
Lunt was assoeijiated for seven years with Mr. 
Vette in the business of loan-sharking. A part 
of the time she was his trusted bookkeeper and 
cashier. On Nov. 15, 1910, she formed an arrange- 
ment with him in the nature of a partnership 
that continued until Aug. 12, 1912. A disagree- 
ment over a division of the profits resulted in the 
suit at law and from the testimony so far taken 
it appears. 

That the commissions charged and collected 
for making loans were to go to Mrs. Lunt as 
her part of the proceeds of the business ar- 
rangement. Her claim is that the commis- 


sions during the year and nine months the ar- 
rangement continued amounted to more than 


$20,000. 

The total in loans on which this huge com- 
mission was collected was only between $60,- 
000 and $70,000. 

The amount of the commission charged was 
not a fixed proportion of the sum loaned, but 
varied according to circumstances. The gen- 
eral rule, Mrs. Lunt declared, was to propor- 
tion the commission to the necessity of the 
borrower. “The harder up they were, the 
more we charged them.” In addition 8 per 
cent interest was charged. 

Half of the automobiles of St. Louis are 
virtually owned by Money Lender Vette, Mrs. 
Lunt says. 

Enough data are supplied b¥ the suit to form 
the basis of a thoroughgoing crusade against ex- 


tortion in money lending. The practices explained 
are common to all loan sharks. 4 

Two Missouri statutes apply to such practices. 
One provides a fine of $500 and six months in 
jail for direct or indirect charges exceeding 1 
per cent a month. The other, more comprehen- 
sive, provides a fine of $500 and 90 days in jail, 
for a charge exceeding 2 per cent a month.

The Home of Plumbago. 


T English lead pencil industry, 


which is receiving a notable im- 

petus through the war, dates back 
to the early half of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, when plumbago—which hitherto 
had served mainly for the manufacture 
of shot and crucibles—was first used 
for writing purposes. 

All the black lead used in pencil mak- 
ing then came from Seathwaite, which 
enjoys the double distinction of being 
the rainiest village in the British Isles, 
and of being the only place in the world 
where pure plumbago may be found. 

This mine yielded a huge fortune to 
the Bankes family, who owned it, the 
output in 1813 amounting to 31 tons of 
pure plumbago, which realized £105,000. 
Twenty vears later foreign graphite be 
gan to take the place of plumbage in 
pencil making, and in 1550 the Seath- 
waite mine “was closed down.
